TO THE SHAREHOLDERS: 

Gentlemen: 

In 1963 your Board designated “Salute to Transportation” as the official 
theme of the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede. Energetic promotion of the 
theme, combined with a wide selection of good entertainment, provided us 
with one of our most successful years. 

The official audited attendance was 572.246, comDared to 585 667 in 1962 
and the all-time record of 591,715 established in 1959. The Children’s Day 
attendance record of 112.957 was set on Friday. The 1959 record would have 
been pushed and nrobably broken had it not been for the rain which fell on 
Wednesday and Thursday. The effect was particularly serious on Wednes¬ 
day, when we showed an attendance drop of almost 25,000 from the equi¬ 
valent day in 1962. Our experience during the past few years would indicate 
that we can never expect more than a modest increase in attendance within 
the framework of a six day Exhibition and Stampede. Congestion on the 
grounds will not permit any substantial increase in daily attendance. 

The Honourable J. Percy Page. Lieutenant Governor of Alberta, kindly 
consented to officially open the Exhibition and Stampede on the evening of 
Monday, July 8th. The Stampede trophies were presented on Saturday 
evening by Mr. Gordon McGregor, President of Trans-Canada Airlines. 

We must acknowledge the fine co-operation which we received from many 
sources in our efforts to recognize the transportation industry and to portray 
the part which transportation has played in the development of our country. 
These efforts culminated in the “Salute to Transportation” Parade in front 
of the grandstand Thursday evening, which featured modes of transnortation 
ranging from a dog travois to a replica of a modern jet plane. We were 
honoured to have on the platform during the parade the Presidents of four 
airlines which operate through Calgary and the Vice-President of a fifth. 
The president of the major bus line was present and the two railroads were 
represented by senior officials. On behalf of the group, the salute of the 
parade was accepted by Mr. Grant McConachie, President of Canadian Pacific 
Airlines. 

Two “Honoured Guests” were invited to the Stampede this year and both 
of them proved to be popular choices. We were particularly glad to welcome 
Slim Pickens, the one-time rodeo clown who performed in this capacity at 
many previous Stampedes and is now developing a highly successful career 
in moving pictures and television. The second guest was Jay Silverheels, 
the Canadian Mohawk Indian who became famous in the role of “Tonto” in 
the Lone Ranger television series. Jay is a gracious and co-operative person 
who received an enthusiastic welcome from the Stampede’s younger fans. 
Mention must also be made of Wilf Carter. Alberta’s own famous “Singing 
Cowboy,” who was a guest at the Stampede throughout the week and who 
worked untiringly for us. 

Your Stampede Parade Committee was pleased and proud to present Bob 
Hope as Parade Grand Marshal this year. Mr. Hope was only able to remain 
in the city until Monday afternoon but his presence was undoubtedly res¬ 
ponsible for the record crowd which viewed the colourful spectacle. Once 
again the parade was headed by the company’s own float which, as a good 
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will gesture, was subsequently entered in the parades at the Edmonton, Red 
Deer, Medicine Hat and Lethbridge Exhibitions. 

Despite some inclement weather, the crowds were again excellent for the 
ever popular downtown street attractions, Tuesday through Friday mornings. 

The thrilling Stampede events and the chuck wagon races again drew 
excellent grandstand crowds throughout the week. This year another “first” 
was established at the Stampede with the inauguration of automatic photo 
timing of the chuck wagon races. The film patrol coverage of these races 
was successfully operated for the second year. A three year purse agree¬ 
ment was reached with the Cowboy’s Protective Association, calling for a 
percentage increase each year in the centrefield and chuck wagon events. 
Purses paid in the various events, calculated on a “per performance” basis, 
are already higher than at any other rodeo in the world. 

The total pari mutuel play for forty days of Thoroughbred Racing estab¬ 
lished a new record, although the daily average was slightly lower than in 
1962, when there were only 37 racing days. Your race promotion committee 
was active in several promotions which were designed primarily to develop 
interest in racing among members of local service clubs and residents of 
nearby towns and cities. It is felt that the courtesies extended to some of 
these groups engendered a great deal of good will and that beneficial results 
will be noted over a period of time. Prior to the commencement of the 
racing season a six year purse agreement was reached with the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, based on the same percentage arrange¬ 
ment which has been in effect in recent years. 

The Harness Race Meet, conducted on our track on a rental basis under 
our contract with the Calgary Trotting and Pacing Association, was reduced 
from 14 days to 12 days, but once again met only with a small measure of 
success. 

L. N. Fleckles and Co. produced the platform show and the fine fireworks 
displays were again provided by the T. W.Hand Fireworks Co. The afternoon 
and evening grandstand shows were supplemented by a powerful group of 
independently booked attractions. These included the precision parachute 
jumping of Kaz Ostrom, the Sky Viking, the thrilling helicopter aerial act 
of Larry Ruhl and Sandy Winters and the sensational rocket belt demon¬ 
stration, making its first Canadian appearance at the Stampede. 

Good crowds were again attracted to the free shows in front of the Stam¬ 
pede Corral, which used acts taken from the grandstand show and other top 
flight professional entertainment, alternated with marching bands and drill 
teams to provide excellent entertainment twice daily. The ever popular 
Danny Sailor tree climbing act was also presented twice daily as a highlight 
of the free show. 

The Three Stooges, who headlined the show in the Stampede Corral, failed 
to show the drawing power which they demonstrated at the Canadian National 
Exhibition in 1962, although the children turned out in good numbers for 
most of the afternoon performances. 

The finest travelling midway on the continent was again supplied by 
Royal American Shows and gross returns would undoubtedly have established 
a new record with more favourable weather conditions. 

Livestock entries reached near record proportions in a fine exhibition 
which was featured by the National Hereford Show. Through the provision 
of an outdoor judging ring adjacent to the Agriculture Building, it became 
possible to keep all purebred stock on the grounds for the whole week, and 
thus escape the criticism of the split show which was tried in 1962. Over¬ 
crowded stabling conditions still pose a serious problem. 

The quality of the exhibits in the Big Four Building probably reached a 
new high this year and revenue from indoor and outdoor exhibits and con¬ 
cessions showed a satisfactory increase. Decorations and fountains, combined 
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with a fast grounds clean-up, have continued to improve the appearance of 
our plant, but this is an area in which we must never be satisfied but must 
strive continually for further improvement. 

The value of the Pot O’Gold draws was increased from $50,000.00 to 
$70,000.00 through the addition of five day prizes, each consisting of a 
$4,000.00 bar of gold. The project again attracted great attention and gross 
returns showed a satisfactory increase. The Kinsmen Car Award also showed 
a gratifying increase in gross and net revenue. 

The Friday Morning Children’s Show drew almost 40,000 girls and boys, 
the largest crowd by far ever assembled in the grandstand enclosure. The 
fine show was headlined by “Quick Draw McGraw and Baba Looey” and was 
supplemented by such strong attractions as Kaz Ostrum, Ruhl and Winters, 
and the Rocket Man. 

The Saturday Morning Round-up established a new attendance record for 
the third consecutive year and this well balanced program of rangeland 
sports has firmly established its niche at the Stampede. 

The Indian Parades, Dances, and Teepee displays never lose any of their 
great popularity and this year the Stony, Sarcee, Blackfoot and Peigan tribes 
were again on hand to provide one of the most colourful and interesting 
segments of the Exhibition and Stampede. 

In an effort to identify our farm youth program more closely with the 
Exhibition and Stampede, our 4-H Calf and Lamb Show and Sale were held 
this year on the Thursday, Friday and Saturday prior to the Stampede. The 
event was highly successful and extremely popular with exhibitors and buyers, 
although some stabling problems were caused by the early influx of purebred 
livestock arriving for the Exhibition Week show. Our activities on behalf of 
farm youth again included the assistance which we rendered to the thematic 
display competition at the Exhibition and Stampede, the Farm Youth Camp 
in August and the sponsorship of the finals of the Southern Alberta 4-H Public 
Speaking Competition. 

Traffic conditions outside of the grounds during the Stampede improved 
greatly this year due to the exceptionally fine co-operation of the Traffic 
Department of the City Police Force. The movement of cars into the grounds 
was facilitated by the new automobile pass gate at 5th St. E. and the opera¬ 
tion of the coin turnstiles at the pedestrian gates was very satisfactory. The 
fine new automobile entrance constructed at 17th Ave. and 4th St. E. was a 
much needed improvement. 

Attendance on the grounds during the year, while somewhat smaller than 
last year, reached a satisfactory total of 1,688,379. Comparative figures are 
as follows:

The Calgary Horse Show, held in May each year, continues to regain its 
old popularity. Another substantial attendance increase was registered and 
for the second straight year it has shown a modest profit. This is another 
event which is plagued by stabling difficulties because of the proximity of 
the Spring Race Meet and the simultaneous presence on the grounds of race 
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and show horses. Entries in the Horse Sale declined slightly but it is still 
probably the largest event of its kind held anywhere and the introduction 
of the registered section a few years ago has helped to raise the general 
quality of the sale. Our facilities and the assistance of our staff are provided 
for the shows and sales of theAlberta Livestock Associations, featured by 
the Calgary Bull Show and Sale which was a highly successful event again 
this year. Our assistance and facilities are also made available for the 
horse shows of the Alberta Light Horse Association and the Arabian Horse 
Show Association, the Seed Fair and Agricultural Short Course, the Poultry 
Show and the Horticultural Show. 

In the operation of the Stampede Corral this year we did not encounter 
the measure of success which this building usually enjoys, primarily because 
our Professional Hockey operation failed to attract the hockey interest which 
Calgary has exhibited in past years. The Stampeders, playing to the smallest 
crowds in our history, failed to make the playoffs. Your Board subsequently 
asked for and was granted a one year leave of absence from the Western 
Hockey League, and the players owned by the company were later sold to 
Toronto Maple Leafs. It was also a policy decision of the board that the- 
comoany’s role in hockey should now be restricted to the provision of playing 
facilities, rather than involvement in actual hockey operation. 

Once again curling had a most successful year in the Big Four Building, 
with the 48 sheets operating steadily at almost full capacity throughout the 
season. 

No major building projects were undertaken this year, the largest being 
the 4th St. East automobile entrance referred to above. The companv has 
acquired the property owned by Consolidated Concrete Co. across the Elbow 
River from our race bam area. It is hoped that after a bridge has been 
installed, this will provide an area for race horse stabling or a holding area 
for Stampede stock. 

Your Board is delighted to report that its nomination of the Stampede’s 
“Big Four” to the Canadian Agricultural Hall of Fame in Toronto has been 
approved and the hall will shortly include the portraits of the late Senator 
Patrick Bums, A. E. Cross, George Lane and Archie McLean. 

It would obviously be impossible to acknowledge all of those persons and 
groups whose efforts have been responsible for our success. However, special 
acknowledgement must be made of the outstanding co-operation received 
from the representatives of Press, Radio and Television. We must also 
acknowledge the support received from the Mayor, the Aldermen and City 
Department heads, the officials of the Canadian and Provincial governments, 
from our own directors, associate directors, committee chairmen and com¬ 
mittee members, the donors of trophies and prizes, the members of the 
Southern Alberta Pioneers’ and Old Timers’ Association, the Red Cross and 
St. John Ambulance Association and our exhibitors, contestants and judges. 
May we also express our thanks to all of the staff who by their untiring 
efforts have contributed greatly to the success of our operation. 

A valued link with the old west, and particularly with the early days of 
the Stampede, was broken with the passing this year of Clem Gardner. Mr. 
Gardner, who was a shareholder and associate director of our company, was 
the All Round Canadian Champion Cowboy at the first Calgary Stampede in 
1912. We were saddened also by the loss of two other shareholders, Mr 
L. W. Bond and Mr. E. T. Critchley. Our sincere sympathy is extended to 
their families.

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FINANCE CHAIRMAN'S REPORT 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS:— 

Gentlemen: 

The Balance Sheet and Statement of Revenue and Expenditure appearing 
elsewhere in this Report disclose the state of the company’s affairs and of its 
operations for the last fiscal year. 

The revenue figures shown in the Statement of Revenue and Expenditure 
are net after deducting the charges allocated to each of these operations but 
before the allocation of general expenses. These are shown under the heading 
Unallocated General Expenditures, totalling $323,475.92. 

Net earnings this year are down but this is in a large measure due to the 
rain which interrupted our show. The net revenue of $536,171.38 has been 
applied on improvements to plant and acquisition of property to a total of 
$231,946.51, the reduction of our long-term debt by $110,000, and improvement 
in the working capital position in the amounts which appear from the state¬ 
ment. 

While the net revenues are shown for various departments after deducting 
operating expenses, it cannot be assumed that each has shown the gain set 
out in the statement because some of these activities are charged with costs 
of facilities which they use and others are not, owing to the difficulty of allo¬ 
cating particular expenses to particular activities. As I said last year: “The 
figures shown must be recognized, therefore, as only for comparative purposes 
to indicate progress from year to year and not as indicative of net profit in 
any one operation standing by itself.”
